TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
LONDONDERRY SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


I herewith respectfully submit my report as Superin— 
tendent of schuols. As my term of service has covered only 
that part of the year since September, I will speak briefly o 
the work of the schools since that time. 

The schools opened in September with a total registra- 
tion of about 160. The attendance in most of the schools. 
has been good, in some, it has been particularly good. The 
action of the Board to encourage perfect attendance by 
means of prizes is to be commended. In a few instances the 
importance of regular and prompt attendance does not seem 
to be appreciated. Irregular attendance seriously interferes 
with the work of the school, and is fatal to a child’s interest 
in his school work. Moreover, the law does not contemplate 
that a child may be kept out of school to do work, however 
urgent that work may be. On the contrary, it fixes a penal- 
ty for so doing. No parent who has a proper regard for the 
law, or a well-regulated interest in his child, will allow that 
child to be absent from school except in case of absolute ne- 
cessity. Iam confident that when we make our schools all 
that they ought to be this difficulty will largely disappear. 

- It is desirable in the administration of the schools to 
get away from the methods and characteristics of the old dis- 
trict school system. There is but onedistrict in town, but 
for convenience we refer to theseveral schools by their for— 
mer numbers. ‘The schools should be managed and _ treated 
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as a unit—-one system. | Particularly is this true in the mat- 


ter of teachers, for the success of the school depends more 


upon the teacher than any other one element. The rural 


schoois can be made as attractive professionally as any 
schools. Just as good work can be done in them as in large — 
single grade schools, often more satisfactory work is possi- 


ble. No pains should be spared to make them so attractive 
that we can secure and hold the best of teachers. We have 
had some good teachers, but to secure the best results, or 
anything like permanency or continuity of work, we must be 
able to retain them. I believe six of the nine schools in 
town began the year with new teachers, and five of the 
schools have had changes since then. The best results can 
not be expected when changes are made so frequently. I 
am sure that the town can well afford to offer such induce- 
ments in the way of salary, and other things that make an 
attractive school position to secure and hold well-trained 


and experienced teachers. It cannot afford to do otherwise. 


Some of the buildings are in urgent need of repairs. 
Particularly is this true of the building at No. 1. A new 
floor and new furniture are needed here. The need is em- 
phasized by the fact that here is the largest school in town, 
and it is likely to continue so. New desks are also needed at 
No. 9. 

The school at No. 6 has become so small that it would 
seem advisable to close it, for the present at least, and transfer 
the pupils to No. 7 or No. 8. 

I believe it would be advisable also to lengthen the schoo! 
year to 86 weeks. The increased expense would probably be 
less than $200; the increased efficiency of the schools would 


be more than that given by any other two weeks of the year. — 
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“The full school year is none too long in which to do the work 
-called for in the state course of study; and that work must be 
‘done if we are to properly prepare our children for high schoo} 


or academy- With the full school year, and with the state 


course of study in full operation in all the schools, and that 


work carefully supervised, the children of Londonderry should 
be able to profit by just as good schools as are to be found 


anywhere. ‘To this end, [ sincerely hope that the teachers 


may be supported by the od ae Co- Opa nee of the en. 
tire community. 

In conclusion [ wish to thank you for your co-operation 
‘with me, and through you, I would thank all who have in any 
way contributed to the success of the schools. °

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your School Board was organized with Arthur L. Evans: 
as Chairman. We have continued the same arrangement as. 
in previous years, each member having the special supervis- 
ion of three schools. 

We have endeavored to secure the best ot teachers possi-. 
ble, having Normal school graduates in seven of our schools;. 
but it is not always possible to retain them. 

The school year has been thirty-four weeks in length,. 
with the exception of No. 8, which has thirty-six owing to 
the Adams Fund. 

The attendance has not been as good as last year on ac- 
count of sickness, such as bad colds and whooping cough even. 
though the weather and walking have been exceptionally 
good. ; 

We have continued giving prizes for perfect attendance 
(baring sickness) feeling that the little we pay out for prizes. 
is money well spent as we received over $300 from the State 
this year for our high per cent, of attendance. 

Your School Board have installed water tanks in all. 
schools according to law, the old method was prohibited after 
July. . 

The Morrison family made the proposition that they — 
would give ten dollars (¢10) to as many districts as would: 
raise enough more to procure a musical instrument; and I . 
believe every school in town has an organ. 
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Perhaps No. 8 has had more done for it than any other 
schoo] house in town this year, there has been a new hard 


- wood floor laid and the walls papered. 


Mr. Lucian Adams presented to the School Board at the 
the meeting of the No. 8 Old Home Association, the tower. 
and bell which he has erected there, and the Morrison family 
presented the school with a full set of outside windows, and 
previously they had donated a new organ. 


~ We feel that No. 8 is especially fortunate in having 
such generous and able people interested in it. Mr. Arthur. 
W. Reynolds resigned his position as superintendent and. 
Mr. Chas. W. Cutts of Merrimac, Mass., was secured to fill; 
the vacancy. 
We feel that we were especially fortunate in securing the 


‘services of Mr. Cutts as he has taken a great interest in our 


schools and we wish to call your attention to his report.
